[Text] Finance Minister Venkataraman is confident that higher foodgrain availability 
will be the most stabilizing factor for the economy in the new year. Addressing 

the forum of financial writers in New Delhi today, he said we can step into 1981 
with an assurance of no shortage of food. Referring to the farmers agitation, Mr 
Venkataraman said it has caused great harm to the economy. The optimistic projec- 
tion for the coming year may be severely affected if such agitations both in agri- 
culture and in the industrial fields are continued. 


Expressing dissatisfaction with the poor production of pulees and oil seeds, the 
finance minister said intensive efforts are being made to improve the situation. 
While the sixth plan will give a high priority to research in the field of pulees and 
oil seeds, the government has evolved a support-price policy to pulses to insure an 
adequate return to farmers. 


Mr Venkataraman spoke of the remarkable improvement in infrastructural facilities 

in the last few months. There has been steady improvement in power generation lead- 
ing to increased production of coal, cement and steel. However, the fertilizer 
output showed a decline as compared to the position last year. 


Turning to deficit financing, Mr Vankataraman indicated that the deficit in the cur- 
rent year may exceed the budget estimates of 14,000 million rupees. He was, however, 
hopeful that the deficit limit will be under control in view of increased tax col- 
lection and revenue. 


About foreign trade, Mr Venkataraman said the gap will be about 43,000 million 
rupees and the deficit in the balance of payment will be 5,000 million.

AGRICULTURAL EXPORT SEMINAR RELEASES REPORT 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 3 Dec 80 p 6 
[Text] Wew Delhi, December 2. 


The nine-day seminar on “agricultural co-operative marketing with special reference 
to export trade" has recommended the formiation of a regional co-operative trade 
plan for the southeast Asian countries for the next three to five years. 


It has also suggested the setting up of joint ventures by co-operative organisa- 
tions in different countries in the region. The committee on trade development 
for south-east Asia of the International Co-operative Alliance (ICA) has been 
proposed to be the focal point for transnational co-operative trade matters within 
the region. 


The seminar was organised here jointly by the ICA, the National Agricultural] 
Co-operative Marketing Federation of India (NAFED) and the National Co-operative 
Union of India (NCUIL). About 28 experts from 11 countries and the representatives 
of UN bodies and other international organisations participated in the seminar. 


The tentative report of the seminar released yesterday highlighted the need for 
strengthening commercial and trade links between co-operatives of all countries 
and recomended that the gap between the co-operative importers and exporters 
should be bridged. The ICA should provide greater opportunities to representa- 
tives of co-operative trading organisations in the region to diecuss problems of 
mutual interest and establish trade contacts. 


It urged the financial institutions to provide adequate credit at reasonable 
terms to co-operatives dealing with marine products, fruits and vegetables, cattle 
feed raw material, tea and spices. The developed co-operatives should buy their 
requirements of tea and other agricultural commodities from the co-operatives in 
developing countries. 


The setting up of an international co-operative market information Sureau was 
suggested for providing accurate and up-to-date market information to co-operatives. 
The proposed bureau could be set up within the framework of the economic bureau of 
the agricultural committee of the ICA. The governments of the countries in the 
region should include trade between co-operatives as a regular feature in bilateral 
trade agreements.

MINISTER SPEAKS TO CONSTITUTIONAL LAW SEMINAR 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in Engiish 30 Nov 80 p 7 


[Text] The Union law minister, Mr. P. Shiv Shankar, today spoke on the varying 
importance given to the fundamental rights and directive principles of our consti- 
tution by the supreme court. 


Inaugurating a national seminar on constitutional law to mark the silver jubilee 
celebrations of the People's Education Society's Siddharth college of law here 
today, Mr. Shiv Shanker said if the principles of the preamble had been kept in 
the forefront, to a large extent, the controversy over the supremacy of the funda- 
mental rights or the directive principles could have been avoided. 


He quoted Dr. Ambedkar and stated that the directive principles did not merely 
contain the “direction” but also had the content of the future socio-legal order. 


The role and eminence of our supreme court was unmatched by the judiciary in any 
other part of the world and there was a great burden on those who moved the court 
to serve the lofty goals set by the founding fathers in the constitution. It 
was appropriate that the seminar would discuss the approaches shown by individual 
judges of the court as also its role as a whole, the minister observed. 


He also suggested studies of the judicial approaches of the individual judges to 
analyse how the “judicial behaviourism” had affected the constitutional concepts. 


Minerva Mills Case 


Citing the Minerva Mills case decision, Mr. Shiv Shanker pointed out the view that 
"it was wholly unnecessary for the court to go into the question of constitution- 
ality of article 31-C as it stood after the constitution (42nd amendment) act.” 
The preliminary objection raised by the attorney-general on this ground was over- 
ruled by a majority of the judges. 


“There are also grounds for urging that the orders passed by the judges in the 
Minerva Mills case do not constitute a decision by the supreme court but only 
opinions by individual judges who heard the case. On this ground, it is felt 
that the orders passed are devoid of legal effect," according to the Union law 
minister. The Union government has prayed for listing the Minerva Mills batch 
of cases for hearing before a larger bench of not less than seven judges.

Referring to the directive principle on legal aid, inserted by the 42nd amend- 
ment, Mr. Shiv Shanker said: “Here, at least, we are not bothered by the supposed 
conflict between fundamental rights and directive principles." 


Legal aid clinics could be set up under the aegis of the law colleges and the law 
colleges could organise and co-ordinate legal literary schemes for the common man,’ 
he said. 


Mr. D. N. Sandanshiv, principal of the Siddharth law college, welcomed the guests 
and Justice R. R. Bhole, MP and chairman of the People's Education Society, 
delivered the presidential address. Justice P. N. Bhagwati of the supreme court, 
was among those present.

[Text] New Delhi, Nov. 30.--The massacre of Mujibur Rahman and his family on 
August 14, 1975 might have been averted had the Bangladesh President heeded a 
personal warning from the senior Indian intelligence officer, according to a new 
book on the Research and Analysis Wing, says PTI. 


Asok Raina, New Delhi journalist, in his book writes also of a plan to abduct 
and save Mujib, but the conspirators struck an hour before the plan was to go into 
action. 


Mr R. N. Kao then Chief of RAW, Raine claims that Mr Rao gave Mijib the name of 
the conspirators-—-Major Rashid, Major Farooq, Lt-Col Usmani and Zia-ur-—Rahman-—- 
but the President insisted that "chese are by children and they can do me no harn” 
[as published] 


A plan of Mujib’s two nephews, Sheikh Moni and Sheikh Islam, to “physically abduct” 
the President came just an hour too late, says the author who interviewed RAW's 
present and past officials to check his facts. 


Raina traces Indian intelligence involvement in the affairs of erstwhile East 
Pakistan back to 1962-63 when a meeting took place in Agartala between the pro- 
Mujib faction and intelligence bureau operatives. 


Mr K. Sankaran Nair, who was later second to Mr Kao in RAW, is named as the main 
liaison man with the pro-Mujib group. Pakistanis got on to it when the pro-Mujib 
faction jumped the gun and made an unsuccessful raid on the [word illegible] 
Bengal rifles armoury in Dacca. They could not however make the charges against 
Mujib and other stick in the “Agartala conspiracy case” because of incomplete 
information secured by Pakistani authorites. [as published] 


Later, when Pakistan launched its oppressive policies in the eastern wing and 
resistance groups were formed, the newly-created RAW set up cells all along the 
India-East Pakistan border, Raina says. 


Mr Sankaran Nair met Colonel M. A. G. Osmani, later commander-in-chief of the 
Mukti Bahani, Major Khaled Musharraf, Major Saifullah and Abdul Kaer Siddiqi. 
RAW operatives trained the freedom fighters recruited by the resistance groups. 








When Yahya Khan agreed to the December 1970 elections to the Pakistan National 
Assembly, RAW bigwige were unable to telieve that the military junta could concede 
4 step that would see Mujib in power at lelamabad. When the Awami League won the 
elections ae foreseen by RAW, Yahya indefinitely postponed the opening of the 
National Assembly precipitating the Bangladesh war of liberation. 


Raina says RAW wae tipped off about Tikka Khan's March 3, 1971 crackdown in Dacca 
and tried to persuade Mujib to leave Dacca, but the Bangangandhu declined to do so. 


Mujib, howeve:, agreed to Tajuddin Ahmed and a few others travelling to Mujibnagar 
near Jessore ond establish the Bangladesh Government in exile. With Tajuddin were 
Naerul lelam, Mushtaq Ahmed, Sylhet Azad and four student leaders. 


The Government-in-exile subsequently functioned from "a nondescript house in the 
heart of Calcutta.” 


"RAW sanctuaries all along the India-east Pakistan border provided adequate cover 
and the vast border made it difficult for Pakistani security forces to ferret out 
out the Mukti Fauj" according to the author. [as published] 


The Fauj, renamed Mukti Bahini, ganied in strength as Pakistani repression caused 
thousands of students, teachers farmers, soldiers and para-military personnel to 
revolt. [as published] RAW helped Mukti Bahini become an effective fighting force 
by setting up guerrilla training camps all along the border. By early December 
1971, the Bahini was over 100,000 strong--and growing. 


The War Council 


Some observers thought the Mukti Bahinag was capable of driving out all Pakistani 
forces from Bangladesh but only after a very prolonged guerrilla war and a lot 

of bloodshed. Indian Army involvement was therefore considered but General 
Manekshaw Chief of Army Staff wanted political involvement of the Government, 
Raina says. So, for the first time, a political representative was inducted 

into the War Council, in the person of D. P. Dhar designated as chairman of the 
Planning Committee of the Ministry of External Affairs. RAW was involved through 
a joint intelligence committee. 


By opting for an all-out war, Yahya Khan made the military solution possible, the 
author says. RAW agents in Peshawar provided the tip-off on the December 3 attack 
on India by Pakistan in the west. During the march of the Indian Army to Dacca, 
the Mukti Bahini fought side by side. 


Raina says that a message intercepted by intelligence possibly enabled India to 
give the final blow, leading to the surrender of the Pakistani troops. 


As the Indian Army was poised on December 12 for a decisive victory on the battle- 
field, Pakistan proposed in the U.N. a cease-fire without a political settlement. 
The message intercepted on that day spoke of a high-elevl meeting at the 
Government House in Dacca, and the Indian Air Force Hunters bombed it at the 
scheduled noon hour of the meeting. [as published] 


Dr A M Malik, then Governor of East Pakistan, rushed down into the cellar. When 
the raid was over, he announced his resignation. His cabinet colleagues dissociated 
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themeelves from the Yahya Government. Left to carry on the fight alone, General 
Niazi surrendered two daye later and Bangladesh was born. 


Raina repeate the charge denied by the Desai Government that during the Janata 
regime, India handed back to Bangaldesh 200 Mukti Fauz men who hae crossed the 
border, chased by Bangladesh Rifles. [ae published) We says all of them were 
killed, except a few including Tiger Siddiqi, who was not sent back at the 
inetance of Sankaran Nair.

GANDHI SPEAKS AT RAE BARELI, AMETHI MEETINGS

[Text] /Ree Bareli, Nov. 30.--Mre Gandhi today warned of a further rise in the 
prices of petrol and petroleum products because of the Iran-Iraq war, report UNI 
and PTI.

She said her Government had taken various measures to check rise in prices as a 
result of which the increase in recent sonths had been only 13%. During the Janata 
regime the rise has been 23%. 


The Prime Minister, during a quick tour of the Ree Bareli and Amethi, addressed 
the district development conference and warned Opposition parties that their 
agitations would not cow her down. On the other hand they would drain away the 
little resources meant for development. 


In Amethi, the Prime Minister was confronted by demands from her party men to 
induct Mr Rajiv Gandhi into politics and to put him up as the Congress (1) 
candidate for the by-election to the Lok Sabha from Amethi. 


Mrs Gandhi said that the decision in the matter would be entirely her son's. 
However, she told her party men that she would convey their wishes to Mr Rajiv 
Gandhi. 


The Prime Minister burst into tears while referring to Sanjay Gandhi at a develop- 
ment seminar held in the Lok Sabha constituency which had elected him in the last 
general elections. 


The Prime Minister said the seminar had been planned by Sanjay Gandhi and had he 
been alive, he would have been present today. 


“One tree after every child" was the new slogan given by the Prime Minister at 
the development conference. She said trees vere most useful for the country and 
their plantation should be taken up on a big scale. 


To cope with the current energy crisis, the Prime Minister stressed the need for 
exploration of solar energy which alone could help India in meeting this crisis 
in view of the scarcity of petrol. 








The Prime Minister admitted that there were many backward areas, but all of thes 
could not be improved overnight because of various factors. 


She said progress had been seriously impeded during the three years her party was 
not in power. In fact, in the name of the Rolling Plan, the Government at that 
time not only rolled down the entire Plan but aleo the country. 


At the district development conference, Mre. Gandhi made it clear that she was 
not going to concede any demand under threat or pressure. 


Referring to the Opposition parties’ threat to launch an agitation from December 7 
for higher sugarcane and paddy prices, she said the Government had already offered 
higher prices. If the Opposition parties tried to get everything done through 
agitations, the development work would obviously suffer. 


Mre Gandhi said the Government would be forced to spend money on dealing with the 
agitations if they were not given up or suspended. The soney, thus saved, could 
be diverted to development projecte. 


Commenting of yesterday's incident in Allahabad, Mre Gandhi said violence by 
students was unfortunate. She was all the gore sorry because responsible people, 
belonging to Opposition parties were trying to instigate them. It was most unfor- 
tunate that students had set some buses and other property on fire. 


She said that the Government would examine the cases filed against her party 
workers and some others in various courts by the Janata Party Government.

PAPER REPORTS BAUXITE RESERVES ‘ADEQUATE’ 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 1 Dec 80 p 15

[Text] Aluminium is the most abundant metal in the crust of the earth. Most 
minerals, which make up the rocks, contain this metal. But all these rock- 
forming minerals cannot be used in the manufacture of the metal. Bauxite is 

the most commonly used ore. It contains hydrated oxides of aluminium like gibb- 
site, boehmite and diaspore, with other impurities like iron oxides, clay, silica 
and titanium. Gibbsite, the trihydrate of alumina, is the most favoured mineral 
constituent as it is easy to digest in soda during extraction of the metal. 


Bauxite is a product of weathering of rocks having a high proportion of aluminium- 
bearing minerals. The organic acids released by decaying plant material seep 
through porous, weathered rocks and leach out the other constituents, leaving 
hydrated alumina as a crust. This process is known as bauxitization and it takes 
place extensively in tropical regions. Bauxite-bearing areas are common over 
broad, gently sloping plateaus with a cover of forest. 


In India bauxite has been derived from such varied rocks as Deccan Trap, granite, 
khondolites, schists and sandstones. Bauxite deposits are closely associated 
with laterites or the reddish crusts, which ace commonly seen in the plateau 
terrain. Gibbsite is the major mineral in Indian bauxite, and boehmite and 
diaspore, the monohydrates, are present in traces. 


Bauxite with over 40 per cent alumina and less than 50 per cent silica is con- 
sidered as ore. Bauxites containing over 50 per cent alumina are considered to 
be high-grade ores. Prospecting for bauxite is time consuming as the ore bodies 
have varied shapes and show much variation in grade. Pitting, trenching, drilling 
and shaft-sinking are undertak~ order to collect representative samples and 

te note the limits of the ore b.. .. The work of prospecting is rendered diffi- 
cult as the areas where bauxite occurs are on tops of plateaus and are difficult 
to reach. 


In India, much exploration has been done and a good idea of the reserves of bauxite 
is available. The reserves estimated of the various grades are as follows: 
Maharashtra-66 million tonnes, Madhya Pradesh-—53 million tonnes, Bihar-31 mil- 
lion tonnes, Gujarat-22 million tonnes, Karnataka-16 million tonnes, Orissa-15 
million tonnes, Tamil Nadu-8 million tonnes, Goa-7 million tonnes, Kerala-3 
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million tonnes, Jammu and Kashmir-2.5 million tonnes and Uttar Pradesh-2 million 
tonnes. 


Recently, large deposits have been discovered along the east coast. The deposits 
are on large plateaus extending from Orissa to Andhra Pradesh. The reserves 
estimated in these deposits are of the order of 2,000 million tonnes. Thus the 
total reserves now known are about 2,226 million tonnes. The country is fortunate 
in having such large reserves. This will be evident when the known reserves in 
other parts of the world are compared with what is available in India. The 
reserves of bauxite in other parts of the world are as follows: Africa--6260 
million tonnes, Oceania-3065 million tonnes, Asia (other than India)-1,600 million 
tonnes, the USA-3,075 million tonnes and Europe-1,250 million tonnes. 


India produced 390,000 tonnes of ore in 1960. This increased to 1.68 million 

tonnes in 1972. But production dropped to 1.11 million tonnes in 1974 due to 

curtailment of aluminium production as a result of power shortage, transport 

difficulties, and a decline in exports. India's contribution to world production 

of 79 million tonnes in 1974 was quite meagre, indeed. Nearly 80 percent of world 

production of bauxite is consumed by the metal industry and the remaining by 

refractory, abrasive, chemical, steel and cement producers and also by petroleum 

refineries. 


In 1980, Bayer discovered the industrial process for extracting alumina from 
bauxite. This involves leaching of bauxite at high temperatures and pressure 

by caustic soda. The sodium aluminate solution produced is separated and the 
hydrated aluminium oxide is precipitated by seed crystallization. The latter is 
roasted to yield alumina. This method is still in use. Aluminium metal is 
finally extracted by the electrolytic process. For this, the alumina is dissolved 
in molten cryolite, which acts as an electrolyte. The anode is carbon, while the 
cathode is molten aluminium. The aluminium produced at the cathode is tapped off 
from time to time, at around 900°C. This process needs nearly 20,000 KWH of 
electricity and five to six tons of bauxite to produce a ton of the metal. 


In order to reduce the dependence on electricity, several new processes have been 
evolved. One such process uses chlorination of ore and treatment by manganese 
to isolate the metal. This is considered to be a much cheaper process and is 
being developed in the USA. 


Aluminium was first produced in India in 1943. By 1948 the production had 
reached 3,360 tons. The production then rose to 192,000 tons by 1979-80. The 
present demand for the metal in the country is placed at 325,000 tons. 


The first aluminium plant was built at Alwaye in Kerala. Now there are aluminium 
palnts at Hirakud (Orissa), Belgaum (Karnataka), Ranikoot (Uttar Pradesh) and 
Korba (Madhya Pradesh). [as published] Another plant at Jakaynagar (West Bengal) 
has not been working for the past few years. The plant at Ranikoot is the largest 
and that at Korba is in the public sector. The built-in capacity of the different 
plants is put at 331,000 tons of metal. 


In INdia, unserviceable aluminium vessels containers and scrap are systematically 
collected and used for making the fresh metal. [as published] It is estimated 
that 24 per cent of production from aluminium plants ig produced from the scrap. 
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This recycling reduces to a considerable extent the pressure on import. Alu- 
minium is used in the manufacture of utensils, construction materials, railway 
carriages, aircraft, automobiles, electric transmission cables, machine parts, 
paints, explosives, chemicals, cement and in powder metallurgy. The demand for 
aluminium is therefore growing year by year. 


The Task Force for Non-Ferrous Metals (Aluminium and Magnesium), Government of 
India, in its report of January, 1973, indicated the requirement of the metal at 
1.01 million tons at the end of Seventh Five-Year Plan and two million tons by 
2000 A.D. For production of this much metal, six million tons of bauxite are to 
be produced by 1969 and 12 million tons by the turn of the century. Other mate- 
rials needed for production of aluminium are caustic soda, fuel oil, cryolite, 
calcined petroleum coke, pitch and carbon blocks. Most of the caustic soda and 
pitch are produced in the country. Part of the requirements of cryolite and 
petroleum coke are met by imports. Carbon cathode blocks are mostly imported. 


In order to produce the metal at a reasonably low cost, raw materials and elec- 
tricity have to be fairly cheap. The cost of raw materials other than bauxite 
art reported to be two co four times higher in India than elsewhere. [as pub- 
lished] The cost of producing electricity is going up day by day, hydel projects 
do not meet the needs of the industry throughout the year as production of elec- 
tricity goes down during the summer months. 


Today, the country has adequate bauxite resoufces to support an increased produc- 
tion of aluminium. The extensive deposits along the east coast are favourably 
located for extensive mining, as individual plateaus hold 20 to 50 million tons 

or even more of reserves. One deposit has as much as 317 million tons. The 
Government has already taken steps to utilize this large resource. Indian bauxites 
are known to contain titanium, vanadium, gallium, phosphorus and a few other rare 
elements. Processes should be evolved to recover and utilize these useful con- 
stituents. 
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FINANCE MINISTER SPEAKS IN DEBATE ON INFLATION

The finance minister, Mr. R. Venkataraman, today tried to dispel the impression 
about “gallopping price rise” by pointing out tha” the average rate of price 
increase in the last three months had been only ome per cent. [as published] 


"I claim this to be a great achievement for any developing country," he told the 
Lok Sabha while intervening in a debate in a motion by the Janata party leader, 
Mr. Madhu Dandavate, expressing concern at the inflationary trend and rising 
prices. 


The finance minister asserted that the situation did not justify the alarmist 

note struck by the opposition members. Though the government was concerned at the 
present situation, there was no reason to believe that things were going out of 
hand. 


He said that, no the contrary, he could confidently say that inflation had been 
contained and that the country could now look forward to a “bright future." [as 
published) Production was picking up and, if labour relations improved helping 
productivity, the country could except a rise in the GNP by five per cent. [as 
publ ished | 


Initiating a six-hour debate on his motion, Mr. Dandavate said it seemed to him 
that the country was entering the inflationary situation of the preemergency days. 
"I think the situation is extremely dangerous both economically and politically," 
he added. 


While conceding that the oil import bill might have been a contributory factor 
in the inflationary trend, he felt that the main reason was deficit financing. 
He pointed out that the sixth plan frame envisaged a Rs. 300 crore loss in the 
public sector and the losses of the state plans added up to Rs. 800 crores. All 
these contributed to pushing up prices. 


Among others who participated in the debate, Mr. Y. B. Chavan (Cong.-U), former 
finance minister, sought to correct the impression that prices had started to come 
down during the emergency. He said the downward trend started in October 1974 
and this was the result of a package of unpopular decigions taken by him as finance 
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minister. The present government seemed to treat the situation with complacency. 
There was no sense of direction, he added. 





The Congress (1) members sought to put the blame for the price rise on the failures 
of the previous Janata government and urged the present government to take stern 
steps against “anti-social elements--hoarders, blackmarketeers and smugglers, who 
were responsible for creating an artificial scarcity and pushing up prices." 


The finance minister said that though the government had succeeded in controlling 
inflation, it needed to be controlled further. He appealed to the members not to 
create a psychology of scarcity because that would lead to hoarding and frustrate 
the measures to bring down prices. 


He said the price rise was due to factors some of which were beyond the govern- 
ment's control. The chief among them was the oil price hike and this was bound 
to have an impact of the price situation. He disagreed with Mr. Dandavate's 
estimate that the rise was only two per cent and said, according to the govern- 
ment's estimate, it was 21 per cent of the total increase. 


But he claimed that the price situation in the country was much better than in 
many other countries. This was acknowledged the world over. While, in a three- 
month period the rate of inflation was seven per cent in the U.S. and 11 per cent 
in the U.K., it was three per cent in India. The rise in the cost of living index 
in the three countries was seven percent, nine per cent and 4.4 per cent respec- 
tively. 


Mr. Venkataraman said that an incorrect sugar policy followed by the Janata 
government was responsible for the present sugar crisis. When it came to power, 
it inherited a sizeable stock of sugar from the previous government, but frittered 
it away by indiscriminate releases instead of building up a buffer stock. 


/By the indiscriminate releases, the Janata government was able to bring cown the 
price of sugar to Rs. 2.85--lower than the cost of production--but it laid the 
foundation for the present shortage. The present government was handed over a 
stock of 3.5 million tonnes with which it had to manage. Two-thirds of that 
quantity was distributed at levy price rate./ [in boldface] 


The finance minister said that in a situation of shortage, it was quite in order 
to sell a commodity at a low price to the poor and charge a higher price from 
those who could afford to pay more. When the opposition members were complaining 
about the high price of open-market sugar, they were actually speaking for the 
affluent classes, he added. 


The finance minister claimed that the economy was gradually picking up. Power 
generation was expected to go up by ten per cent and so also the food production. 
The production of foodgrains was expected to touch the all-time high of 132 million 
tonnes this year. Industrial production might not rise by six to eight per cent 
as envisaged earlier, but it would not be less than four per cent. 


He said the main constraint on industrial production was labour trouble. The 
government was trying to see that matters improved. It was trying to persuade 
both industry and labour to link revision of wages and productivity. If this 
could be achieved, the production situation would improve considerably.

Dr. M. S. Swaminathan, Member, Planning Commission (Agriculture), called on the 
rubber scientists and technologists to come out with technologies using the vast 
human resources available in the country.

Research Institute near here on Monday, Dr. Swaninathan said researchers should 
orient their efforts in bridging the gap between actual and potential yields of 
rubber, at the current technological level by effectively transferring them to 
small planters. 


The Planning Commission had revised the production target for natural rubber 
from 1.92 lakh tonnes, projected by the Rubber Board, to two lakh tonnes by the 
end of the Sixth Plan period, Dr. Swaminathan said. 


This would lead to an additional production of about 45,000 tonnes of natural 
rubber in the country. The annual growth rate of rubber which was only three per 
cent, should be increased to seven, he said. 


Dr. Swaminathan earlier released a hand book of ‘Natural Rubber Production in 
India’ brought out by the Rubber Board commemorating its silver jubilee.

The by-election to the Bhattu Kalan constituency was caused by the former state 
chief miniser, Mr. Devi Lal, vacating the seat on his election to the Lok Sabha 
in January. 


Mr. Ran Singh wrested the seat from the Lok Dal by a margin of about 10,000 votes, 
defeating his nearest Lok Dal rival, Mr. Sampat Singh, in a seven-cornered contest. 


The Lok Dal retained the Beri seat from where its nominee, Mr. Ajit Singh, was 
declared elected by a margin of 2,257 votes. The by-election was caused by the 
resignation of the Lok Dal legislator, Brig. Ran Singh, who later joined the

This was in effect an indictment of the Marxist~—style of functioning in Kerala. 


The Congress-U leader accused the lower-level Marxist workers of continuing anti-

At the same time, Mr. Antony welcomed the CPM politburo resolution on the need to 
strengthen the working of the Kerala coalition.

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LITTLE INCREASE IN TELUGU USAGE IN ANDHRA

Telugu, which was the language of the administration and of the courts before the 
territory passed under alien rule, presents many paradoxes. Its first classical 
grammar was written in Sanskrit. Its first grammar and dictionary on modern 
lines were composed by a British administrator, Mr. Charles Philip Brown, in 
mid-nineteenth century. 


While the drive is on for greater use of Telugu, the association of unemployed 
Telugu pundits has complained that "a large number of qualified Telugu pundits 
remain jobless while a large oumber of vacancies remain unfilled.” The gist of a 
passage set for translation in the tenth standard examination last year was that 
Telugu, with ites great dependence on Sanskrit, would “collapse” if the Sanskrit 
words were withdrawn but it was not the case with Tamil and that every pundit 
should learn Tamil. Though it caused a furore, Telugu dependence on Sanskrit 

is undeniable. For instance, there are no genuine Telugu equivalents for word, 
sentence, north, south and many more terms. 


There are also mechanical handicaps to faster adoption of Telugu. According to 
Mr. Vandermataram, there are only 750 Telugu typewriters available against a 
requirement of at least 10,000. The old keyboard facilitates a speed of only 18 
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words per minute but prototypes with a new keyboard capable of thrice that have 
been developed. The commission has ordered 2,000 new machines, to be delivered 


at the rate of 100 a month. Eight Telugu lino machines will soon be set up in 
the government press. 


The most controversial aspect of the language problem is the use of Telugu as 
the court language. In a few districts, it is being used for depositions and 
arguments, though the judgments are still written in English. 


Another difficulty arises from the great chasm between “bookish" Telugu and 
“spoken” Telugu. A movement was started 70 years ago by Gidugu Rama Murthy 
Pantulu to release Telugu from the rigidity of traditional grammar (the coils of 


a boa constrictor, as a poet put it) and frame new and relaxed rules to “refine” 
colloquial Telugu.

ECONOMIC DAMAGE OF ASSAM AGITATION ASSESSED

[Text] The loss to the country because of the Assam agitation has reached a stag- 
gering figure of over 10 billion rupees in foreign exchange alone. This was stated 
by Union Finance Minister R. Vankataraman in an interview with PTI in New Delhi. 


Replying to questions on the direct loss to the economy on account of the agitation, 
Venkataraman said that since the beginning of the agitation in December 1979, the 
production at the three refineries at Digboi, Gauhati and Bongaigaon as well as the 
Barauni refinery in Bihar, has been reduced drastically. While the Barauni and 
Bongaigaon refineries remained closed totally, the Gauhati and Digboi refineries 
have been functioning intermittantly. As a result the country has lost 3.9 million 
tons of crude output valued in the international market at about 9 billion rupees. 
The government has been forced to import large quantities of petroleum products 
during the last year to avoid shortages and to cater to the basic consumption needs 
of the different sectors of the economy. 


Venkataraman said besides the loss in foreign exchange, the economic flow to the 
state has already been considerable because of the disruption of the normal develop- 
ment process. The other sector of the national economy mostly affected is ferti- 
lizers, which is a crucial imput for increasing the production of foodgrains. 


Vankataraman said that the agitation has disrupted the flow of basic feed stocks to 
the fertilizer plants. Production losses in those fertilizer plants are estimated 
to be about 1 million tons of fertilizers valued at 2.26 billion rupees at inter- 
national prices. 


The finance minister said the government has been forced to resort to import to 
make adequate stocks of fertilizers available both for the kharif and ravi crops 
in different states. 


Venkataraman said that it is most unfortunate that the economy has to sustain an 


additional burden of over 10 billion rupees in foreign exchange at a time when the 
balance of payments position is severely strained.

PAPER REPORTS, DEPLORES BIHAR BLINDINGS 


Bhagalpur Report Cited

[Text] Patna, November 25: 


In a report to the state government, the Bhagalpur jail authorities have confirmed 
that about 40 undertrials in their custody had been rendered blind allegedly by 
the police in the course of investigation of cases against then. 


The report was submitted to the inspector-general of prisons recently though 
officials refuse to acknowledge this fact. On the contrary, the government is 
making desperate attempts to hush up the case or at least absolve the police of 
blame. 


The chief minister, Dr. Jagannath Mishra, while maintaining that he could not say 
anything until he received the report of the inquiry he had ordered, said it was 
quite possible that the undertrials were blinded by villagers in the course of 

an encounter before their arrest. Villagers might have done so in collusion with 
the police. 


The chief minister said it was highly unlikely; that the Bhagalpur police, which 
was headed by a Harijan superintendent of police, would resort to such inhuman 
methods. 


"In fact, the entire district administration is headed by a good chap. I do not 

think there is any basis for the allegation.” In any case, if the allegation had 
some truth, the government had no means of discovering it. No opposition leader 

had raised the issue. 


Inquiries reveal that the Bhagalpur jail authorities were first concerned not so 
much with what had been allegedly dome to the undertrials by the police as the 
problems they were causing in the prison due to the loss of sight. 


First, the jail administration had made a case for posting additional warders in 
the prison for escorting the blinded undertrials from their cells to places of 
convenience and other piaces in the prison. 


The most shocking case of the alleged police torture in Bihar came to light as a 
result of a petition filed in the supreme court by Mr. Hingorani in New Delhi. 
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The supreme court directed the Bihar jail department to report if there were some 
sightless undertriais and the possible reasons for their loss of sight. The 
Bihar inspector-general (prisons) had called for the report from Bhagalpur after 
this petition. 


The undertrials had been allegedly rendered sightless in the course of the first 
ten months. According to an unconfirmed report, the first case took place in 
February when the police sought to bring down the rising crime graph in the dis- 
trict by allegedly rendering a jail bird blind with the use of acid. Encouraged 
by the results, they allegedly applied the sovereign remedy to a number of other 
suspects for dealing with crime. 


The irony of the situation is that the officer now asked by the Bihar government 
to investigate the allegation was earlier divisional commissioner of Bhagalpur and 
most of the cases of blinding of criminals occurred when he was in charge of the 
administration there. 


It is quite possible that the junior level police functionaries in order to win 
laurels from their seniors, might have resorted to barbaric methods in dealing 
with suspects without his knowledge. 


The home commissioner, who is conducting the inquiry, said in an interview shortly 
before leaving for Bhagalpur: "The allegation might be true." Asked to confirm 
the Bhagalpur jail superintendent's report, he said: “I cannot say anything about 
it. After all, we receive several hundred reports from different places all over 
Bihar every day. If it was sent, it might have been lying buried in files some- 
where." 


It is stated that the jail authorities had summoned the district eye specialist 
for treatment of the blinded undertrials. He had reportedly stated that most of 
them appeared to have been deprived of their sight by the application of some 
method. 


Relatives of the suspects and a lawyer engaged for their defence made the story 
of the alleged police torture known to a voluntary organisation concerned with the 
welfare of convicts. 


Bail Refused 


In what must be regarded as a remarkable feat, a local photographer chasing the 
story along with a reporter of a Delhi newspaper, managed to smuggle himself 
inside the Bhagalpur jail to take photographs of blinded undertrials who have 
reportedly refused to get themselves released on bail as a protest against the 
treatment meted out to them by the police. 


While the Bhagalpur police methods in dealing with suspects have come to light, 
even worse atrocities are allegedly committed by the guardians of law and order 
in different parts of Bihar. 


For instance, a common method employed in liquidating criminals is to give out the 
story of encounters after they had been done to death. Unfortunately, the victims 
of such cases do not survive to tell the tales of their woes. The Bhagalpur 
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undertrial story has become known only because the police allegedly contented them- 
selves by robbing them of their sight. 


Referring to reports of torture on Adivasis in Adhoura in Rohtas district, which 
appeared recently, the chief minister said a wireless operator who had allegedly 
raped a tribal woman had been suspended. The divisional commissioner, Patna, 


had been asked to investigate the allegations and report to the government for 
further action.

OFFICLALS OOMMENT ON U.S. ELECTIONS 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 6 Nov 80 pp 1, 3, 12 


[Article: “Foreign Minister Mochtar on the Election of Reagan; New U.S. President 
Must Pay Attention to the Developing Countries") 


[Excerpts] Minister of Foreign Affairs Mochtar Kusumaatmadja believes that with the 
election of Ronald Reagan it is certain that the policies which Reagan will adopt 
will show some differences from the policies of Carter up to now. However, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs Mochtar said that Indonesia hopes that President Reagan will 
continue to pay attention and show understanding regarding the interests of the 
developing countries. "We also hope that the U.S. will comtinue to pay attention 
to and to support the efforts of ASEAN to reach a peaceful solution for the question 
of Kampuchea, in the interests of the peace and stability of Southeast Asia." 


Lt Gen (wartime) Dr T.B. Simatupang assumes that there will not be much difference in 
U.S. policy toward Indonesia and ASEAN under the new U.S. president. According to 
T.B. Simatupang, during the presidential election campaign in the U.S., the policy 

of the U.S. toward Indonesia as well as ASEAN did not become an issue. T. B. Simatupang 
has the impression that during the campaign the differences which appeared between 
Carter and Reagan did not concern very fundamental matters. 


For the president of Parliament, Daryatmo, alchough there has been a change of 
leadership from the Democrats to the Republicans, it is hoped that relations between 
Indonesia and this super power will not deteriorate. "God willing, they may be 
improved." According to Daryatmo, if Indonesia becomes a strong country, the U.S. 
will also obtain benefits from that. However this may be, Indonesia cannot be 
separated from being a strong link in a chain in facing the chain of the opponents 
of the U.S. in the world. 


Regarding Reagan, the chairman of Parliament said that he is not yet able to express 
an opinion on what the effect of his leadership role will be in the future. “It would 
be better for us to wait and see,” he said, adding, "although Reagan made many 
promises during the campaign, a campaign is a campaign.” He said that the question 
is how will the policy presented by Reagan be applied. 


Regarding the defeat of Carter, Daryatmo agrees with other politicians like Sugiharto 
and Usep Ranawidjaja that the weakness of Carter in resolving the question of the 52 
hostages in Iran and the economic situation within the country had led to his defeat. 
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Dr Juwono Sudarsono, an instructor in politics at the Faculty of Political Science 

of the University of Indonesia, considers that we have no need to fear that the “hard 
line” which Reagan will use will be absorbed into his position as president of the 
U.S. Commenting on the Reagan victory to SINAR HARAPAN, Juwono saw that “hard line" 
as merely a matter of campaign rhetoric and that it will not be applied in Reagan's 
new position. “Usually, if a candidate is elected, his conduct in office is not so 
extreme," he said, From his private review during the campaign of the former governor 
of California and during the past 2 weeks, Juwono concludes that Reagan's statements 
are beginning to shift away from a “hawkish line" and toward a rather "“dovish" line. 


Commenting on the rather major defeat of Carter, Juwono thinks that this was a matter 
of “Jimmy Carter defeating Jimmy Carter." According to Juwono, Carter gave the 
impression of a person who lacked presence and often changed his views, both on 
domestic as well as on foreign policy. “Consistency is not the special mark of a 
politician,” he went on to say, “but Carter showed more of a lack of consistency." 


The doctor of political science continued, saying that 4 years ago Carter emerged 
with all simplicity, and it was considered that he could remove the “trauma"™ that 
Americans suffered from as a result of the Vietnam war and the Watergate affair. 
"Now he is encountering a backlash in his country," Juwono said, adding that, "it 
seems that many Americans are more comfortable having a president who, if necessary, 
will play dirty, rather than an honest man who appears to be weak.” What will 
perhaps influence the attitude of the Third World toward the Reagan administation 
will be a lessening of attention to human rights questions such as Carter previously 
displayed. “For some countries which take a hard line toward human rights, the 
Reagan victory will be rather advantageous." 


The coordinator of the Indonesian Democracy Party [Partai Demokrasi Indonesia], 

Prof Usep Ranawidjaja, at this point is not fully in agreement with Sugiharto from 
the Functional Development [Karya Pembangunan] group that the election of Reagan 
will weaken all of the commitments made by Jimmy Carter in the world political game. 
Usep inclines to the view that the main line of policy of the U.S. under Reagan will 
still be the same. 


When it is recalled that Ronald Reagan once promised to resolve the matter of U.S. 
diplomatic relations with Taiwan, Usep states, perhaps Reagan will only seek to 
ensure that Taiwan will not become an enemy easily “incited” by the Soviet Union. 


Resolving diplomatic relations with Taiwan and then destroying existing relations 
with the PRC is the same thing as “abandoning a friend.” In this connection, at 
present the foreign policy of the U.S. seeks to find friends, including the PRC, and 
on the other hand the PRC indeed seems to value its relations with the U.S. What 

is interesting in the different concepts of Reagan and Carter is in regard to 
Middle East policy. His analysis concludes, "Therefore, if there is a change, it 
will only be in che Middle East, but not in the Pacific.” 


A member of the Unity for Development [Persatuan Pembangunan] group, H. Amin 
Iskandar, agrees with Vice President Adam Malik that, whoever becomes president of 
the U.S., everything will be just fime, and there will be no problem. He also 
agrees with Sugiharto that Reagan, if he attempts to follow the line of his past 
campaign, will have to make large scale changes in view of the world situation. He 
notes that, in the first place, the U.S. faces some tension with the PRC and, 
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secondly, with Israel, if Reagan holds to his campaign line. Regarding Israel, if 
the U.S. provides more support to it, this could lead to more aggressive action by 
Israel in the Middle East in confronting the Arab countries. "The expansion of 
Zionism will be more aggressive," says the ambassador of one country in the Middle 
East. The U.S. will be more determined in facing up to Iran, The U.S. will not 
display a soft attitude toward the Soviet Union. Thus, wherever one looks, the U.S. 
will be on the attack, in Vietnam, in South Yemen, Ethiopia, Angola, and Afghanistan, 
and Reagan will face the situation with a “hard line." 


A member of Parliament of the Indonesian Democracy Party [PDI], Dr Soeryadi, thinks 
that whoever won, as between Jimmy Carter and Ronald Reagan in the presidential 
elections in the United States, will have no direct influence in Indonesia. 


In answer to a question Dr Soeryadi said that American attention is no longer directed 
to Southeast Asia since America's defeat in Indochina. In his view American attention 
is largely directed to the Middle East, Western Europe, East Asia, and America itself. 
For example, America has asked Japan to increase its role in the international world, 
Soeryadi says that America will not consider human rights in helping another 

country. “Assistance to other countries will certainly be regarded from the point 

of view of national interests," stated Dr Soeryadi, the chairman of Committee 10 of 
Parliament. 


The chairman of the Functional Development group in Parliament, Sugiharto, considers 
that the president elect, if he follows what he previously said, will provoke a major 
change in the map of world politics. And if this happens, it will mean that we too 
in Indonesia must begin again from the very start. 


Like Sugiharto, Sarwono Kusumaatmadja, who, throughout the election campaign, followed 
the campaigns of the two candidates, points to statements by Reagan on foreign policy 
toward the China question, which could lead to the re-establishment of diplomatic 
relations with Taiwan. If this happens, it will certainly change the attitude of the 
PRC toward its commitments and other matters which have been resolved in the South- 
east Asian region up to now. Sarwono added that with the Reagan victory it is 
possible that the American human rights policy will be abandoned and that relations 
between governments will be given greater importance.

JAPAN PROVIDES $500 MILLION CREDIT FOR OIL REFINING 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 5 Nov 80 pp 1, 12 


[Article: "Japanese Minister for International Trade and Industry Received by Presi- 
dent; Japan Provides $500 Million Credit for Oil Refining in Indonesia") 


[Text] The Japanese government is prepared to provide credit assistance to Indonesia 
amounting to $500 million for the construction of an oil refinery in Cilacap and 
expansion of an oil refinery in Balikpapan. The credit will be provided by the 
Export: Import Bank of Japan, with ordinary conditions attached. This was stated by 
Japanese Minister for International Trade and Industry Rokusuke Tanaka on Tuesday 

[4 November] after his conversation with President Soeharto at the Bina Graha offices. 
The minister arrived in Jakarta Monday evening [3 November] and will be in Indonesia 
until 6 November. 


The expansion of the oil refinery in Balikpapan will require expenditure of about 
$800 million. For the construction of the project the Bechtel Co of the U.S. has won 
the tender. 


In his conversation of almost 1 hour with the president Minister Tanaka delivered to 
him a private letter from Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki. He himself made clear to the 
president the views which he holds on the questions of energy, medium and small 
industrial development, increasing the production of the ASEAN countries for export, 
and expansion of the opportunities for work. 


At the meeting President Soeharto described the Indonesian effort to increase oil 
production by using new technology. In addition he discussed the efforts to develop 
generation of electricity using hydropower and geothermal resources, as replacements 
for oil. 


He also described to Tanaka Indonesian policy on petroleum exports, paying particular 
attention to the ASEAN member states which have no oil resources. "I quite under- 
stand this Indonesian policy," Tanaka stated through an interpreter. 


Taking note of the president's statement, Rokusuke Tanaka made it clear that his 
government was ready to help Indonesia in the field of technology, in order to 
increase its production of petroleum. Japan also attaches great importance to 
Indonesia, because 15 percent of Japanese oil requirements come from Indonesia, 
Tanaka added. 








In response to a question Rokusuke Tanaka stated that the technological assistance 
referred to above can be provided by the Japanese Petroleum Board. The Japanese 
government always supports the efforts of the Board to develop petroleum resources. 


According to Rokusuke Tanaka, President Soeharto also stated that Indonesia has 
extensive deposits of uranium. If Indonesia and Japan could cooperate in the 
exploration activity, it is possible that Indonesia could export uranium to Japan. 
Asked whether it was true that Japan would send a joint survey team to Indonesia from 
the Japan Energy Deve opment administration to explore the uranium reserves in 
Indonesia, Tanaka said, “Discussions have not yet reached the stage of an agreement 
but are only at the stage of asking about the uranium deposits and the possibility 
that Indonesia would export it." 


Regarding production of LNG (Liquified Natural Gas), according to Tanaka Indonesia 
is ready to go ahead in a cooperative way, provided that Japan is also ready to help 
in its development. Beside that the president hopes that Japan will be ready to 
raise the level of its relations with Indonesia, on the basis of mutual respect for 
each other's sovereignty. 


“I myself have said that Japan is aware of how important it is that relations between 
the two countries be continued. Relations between Japan and Indonesia meet each 
other's needs. Therefore the effort to develop relations is very important," 

Tanaka said. 


In answer to a question Tanaka stated that Japan continues to be ready to assist in 
the development of the ASEAN area fertilizer project in Aceh, if it is clear that 

the project will go forward. However, up to now there has been nothing certain about 
the planned project, according to Rokusuke Tanaka.

CONTRACT SIGNED FOR GENERAL MINING IN IRIAN JAYA

[Excerpt] The Indonesian government, represented by Minister of Mining and Energy 
Soebroto, yesterday [14 November] signed a contract of work agreement with PT Anggi 
Chemalloy (a joint venture between PT Danau Anggi Indah and PT Puncak Maoka with 
International Chemalloy Limited of Canada and Howe Pty Ltd of Hong Kong) for the 
development of a general mining enterprise (not including oi] and gas) in an area 
95,000 ha in extent in the "Bird's Head” [Kepala Burung] region of Irian Jaya. 


In his speech Soebroto stated that the signature of the contract of work covering the 
general mining area was the first to be entered into in 1980, He admitted that 
interest in carrying out general mining activity was rather slight, compared with 
mining of oil. 


A contract of work in the general mining field was signed for the first time in 1967. 
The signature of a first generation type of contract of work was followed by develop- 
ment of a second generation type of contract. In all there have been 1/7 contracts 

of work in this field. However, of that total 9 contracts have been withdrawn, 3 
contracts of work are still in the exploration stage, and 5 others are at the pro- 
duction stage, with exports of nickel, copper, tin, and granite taking place. 


In the recently signed contract of work PT Anggi Chemalloy has assumed the obligation 
to use Indonesian labor to the maximum possible extent within the limits of the 
practical and efficient and to provide training for them. The period of validity of 
the contract is 30 years, beginning with the date of entry into production. 


The opportunity for Indonesian participation in the capital of the company extends 
to 51 percent. At the time of the signature of the contract 20 percent of the 
capital was Indonesian and 80 percent was of foreign origin. After 5 years of pro- 
duction the balance will become 51 percent Indonesian capital and 49 percent foreign 
capital.

SINGAPORE CAPITAL INVESTMENT OF BATAM ISLAND 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 5 Nov 80 p 12 
[Article: "20 Singapore Firms Request Business Licenses on Pulau Batam") 


[Text] The Indonesian Embassy in Singapore has approved requests from 20 firms in 
various fields of activity in that country to invest capital on Pulau Batam. Only 
one firm has been given a license and begun operating. This is a 200 room hotel 
whose capital investment will total $200 million. 


Indonesian Ambassador to Singapore Subjatmiko made this statement after being 

received by President Soeharto at the Bina Graha offices on Tuesday [4 November). 

He reported to President Soeharto that a cooperation agreemen. has been signed 

between Indonesia and Singapore to accelerate the development of the industrial area 
of Pulau Batam. The agreement was signed last Friday [31 October) by Ambassador 
Sudjatmiko in the name of the Indonesian government and Minister of Trade and Industry 
Goh Chok Tong in the name of the Singapore government. With the signature of the 
agreement only technical accords remain to be resolved, such as questions regarding 
immigration, transfer of funds, and so forth. 


Discussions on cooperation in this area were begun in June, 1978, when Singapore 

Px ime Minister Lee Kuan Yew visited Pulau Batam. The conversations were later car- 
ried on at the government level, when President Soeharto visited Singapore in 
September, 1979, and when Prime Minister Lee visited Yogyakarta in July, 1980. 


The ambassador estimates that the total number of Singapore workers who are now 
employed on Pulau Batam is between 350 and 500. This total changes every day, 
depending on the work available. 


Asked about the effort to agree on an extradition treaty between Indonesia and 
Singapore, Sudjatmiko said that efforts continue to be made in that direction. In 
the field of cooperation within ASEAN agreement can be reached in the economic and 
other areas, so that in the judicial field also it is desirable to cooperate, 
Singapore up to now has declined to recognize the existence of the crime of smuggling 
as a matter for extradition. 


The ambassador is of the opinion that smuggling between Indonesia and Singapore has 
begun to decline, since Singapore industry, which previously processed raw materials 
now has turned toward “capital intensive” industry and high technology industry. On 
the other hand smuggling from Singapore to Indonesia has also declined because the 
cost of goods in Indonesia is not far different from the price in Singapore, according 
to Indonesian Ambassador to Singapore Sudjatmiko.

IRLAN JAYA DISSIDENT SURRENDERS

Armed Forces"] 


[Text] Jayapura, 2 November. Paulus Kuntuy Pesakor (37 years old), who described 
himself as the chief of staff of the bandit group “Free Papua Organization” [OPM], 
on Friday, 31 October 1980, surrendered, together with his wife and 7 followers, to 
the Indonesian Armed Forces [ABRI] post near the village of Wembi in the Jayapura 
area, after having wandered in the jungle for about 12 years. 


The chief of the special branch information department in Irian Jaya, Lt Col Yulius 
Harun, Communications Corps, in a special statement to Antara on Saturday [1 
November), declared that this step was taken by the person concerned on his own, 
after reflecting that there was no use in continuing to wander in the jungle and in 
view of his desire to return to living like other indonesians. 


He and his wife, Beatrix Boroktian (30 years old), had previously worked, respectively, 
as a teacher in the Catholic Mission in Wamena and as a teaching assistant in 

Kampung Amgoto, sub district of Ubrub, im the Jayapura area. Later, influenced by 
OPM agitation, he joined the bandits in 1968. In 1978 he was appointed by Martin 

Tabu and Yacob Pr as deputy chief of staff of the National Liberation Troops 
[Pasukan Pembebasan Nasional--PAPENAL], and in 1979 he was confirmed as chief of 

staff of that organization. 


The bandit leader was subsequently flown to Jayapura by helicopter, together with 
his wife and followers. In view of their weak physical condition and the illnesses 
they were suffering from it was necessary to give them medical attention, according 
to the special branch information department. 


The continuous decline in numbers of the leaders and followers of the OPM this year, 
according to an Irian Jaya community leader, is evidence of the success of the

DR H SUTAMI--The former minister of public works and electricity, Prof Dr H Sutami, 
on Thursday [13 November] at 11:15 PM died at Cipto Mangunkusumo Hospital in Jakarta, 
following a long illness. President and Mrs Seeharto on Friday [14 November] visited 
the home of the deceased at Jalan Imam Bonjol 24, preceded by the coordinating 
minister for politics and security, M Panggabean, who will act as presiding officer 
when the remains are moved to Tanah Kusir cemetery. The expression of condolences 
by President and Mrs Soeharto was received by the Sutami family with tears. Vice 
President and Mrs Adam Malik came to pay their respects, followed by a number of 
members of Parliament. Dr Sutami was born on 19 October 1928 in Surakarta. He 
graduated as an engineer from the Technical High School in Bandung in 1956. Later, 
he was an instructor at the Faculty of Technology [Fakultas Tehnik] at the University 
of Indonesia in Bandung. On 25 May 1965, he was appointed minister of state for 
construction review affairs in the Dwikora Cabinet. Subsequently, he held the post 
of minister of public works in the reshuffled Dwikora Cabinet, in the Ampeta Cabinet, 
and in the Development Cabinet, up to 1978. He obtained an honorary doctorate from 
vadjah Mada University for his work in the field of construction technique on 3 May 
1976. Later, on 20 May 1976, he was appointed full professor at the University of 
Indonesia. Throughout his life Sutami was in the forefront in the use of reinforced 
concrete, in the theory of ultimate strength design, in technical calculation by use 
of computers, and in modern management technique in public works in Indonesia. 

The deceased also wrote 17 scientific studies in the field of construction technique. 
The service medals which he held included the Mahaputera Adipradana, the Order of 
Development [Satya Lencana Pembangunan], the Piagam Anugerah Award of the Ministry 
of Education and Culture for his work as a practitioner and supporter in the field 
of science and technology, the Star of the Ancient Order of Sikatune, the Maginoo 
Medal from the government of the Philippines, and the Grand Cross of Leopold II from 
the Government of Belgium.

Each day begins early for the 100,000 inhabitants

Workers 
head for the power station, the textile mill, the print- 
ers’, the waterworks, the rice mill, the mechanical 
engineering factory, the soft drink plant, or the 
tobacco factory. The main streets are lined with State 
or private stores, restaurants, barbers’, hairdressers’ 
and tailors’ and shops repairing bicycles, motorbikes, 
watches and electrical appliances.

The new r.°/ issued in Apri! has become « familiar 
feature. A kilogram of rice is sold at one rie/: 2 
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kilogram of fish costs 2.5 riels. A riel also buys five 
bundles of green vegetables or two glasses of sweet- 
ened seaweed jelly 


The new currency has been readily accepted at 
western border areas, at markets in Battambang, in 
shops along Highway «s, in the countryside. 


Customers can find a wide range of goods in 
Phnom Penh or in provincial townships — cloth, 
ready-made clothes, toys, China, detergent, towels, 
mirrors, leather goods, vacuum flasks, stationery, and 
so on 


At the Phaom Penh University of Medicine

People are eager to study, and classes are held at 
all government offices. More and more functionaries

western regions. We had a very instructive conver- 
sation with Koong Yat, an agricultural technician 
and head of the agricultural office of Sang Ke, the 
largest district in Battambang. He received us in his 
office next door to the district's seed depot where 
290 tons of seed were stored with good ventilation. 
From where we were we could see long lines of 
ox-drawn carts coming from other areas to collect 
the seed. Koong Yat said the main rice crop the 
previous year had been a complete failure because 
of drought, the most serious in 20 years, which 
lasted a whole month. The loss covered as much as 
4,000 hectares. This year, he said, the district was 
striving for 43,700 hectares, and what was encoura- 
ging was that by the end of June peasants had 
already tilled almost 30,000 hectares including 3,000

was enough water for transplanting, and the crop 
was expected to be a good one.

Having planned our visit to Tonle Sap Lake to 
coincide with the fishing season, we made a detour 
to Boribo, ⸗ district in the province of Kompong 
Chhnang. Boribo means “ plentiful” in the Khmer 
language. The areca, indeed, is a rich and beautiful 
one. Kampuchea is 4 country of sugar palms, and 
Kompong Chhnang leads all other provinces in this 
kind of crop. Sugar palm juice is sold on stalls 
strung along Highway ¢. Fresh, it has a sweet fla. 
vour. Fermented for a tew days it becomes slightly 
intoxicating. Foreigners used to call it “ Pochentong 
beer” instead of the local name “ toithenet”. A kind 
of brown sugar is derived from the juice and is sold 
in cakes wrapped in paim leaves. A i.purter of the 


paper “Revolutionary Army” told us that there 
were as many as three millions sugar palm trees in 
the whole country. In Kompong Chhnang a tree can 
give up to 20 kilograms of sugar a year. The pre- 
vious year, we were told, had been very good for 
sugar. Palm sugar and fish from Tonle Sap Lake 
have done a great ceal in nursing back to health 
a nation exhausted by Pol Pot's genocide. 


Snok iru, or“ Fish Village”, pop. 1.300, consisis 
oi hundreds of floating houses. It is one of the lar- 
gest fishing community on Tonle Sap Lake. Some 


houses are quite big, with plank floors and corru- 
gated iron roofs, separate compartments for living 


quarters, fish storage, and tool sheds. It is impossible 
to get an idea of the vast resources of this lake 
without seeing it for oneself. We were told that a 
good fisherman could catch from 1§0 to 200 kilo- 
grams of fresh fish a day, and that some fish could 
weigh up to 15 or 20 kilograms. One, caught in 1979, 
weighed almost 200 kilograms 


The fish is left to dry on the shore for four or 
five days. ht is then packed into bags, loaded onto 
ox-drawn carts and transported to Pon Lay, where 
it will be sent om trucks to Phnom Penh.

He said that Pol Pot troops were in better 
shape now because they had been fed, trained and 
equipped in Thailand, but morally they were on the 
decline. Those forced to return to Kampuchea for 
sabotage would avoid contacts with the revolutionary 
forces. The only thing they did was to ambush tre- 
ders, even Thai citizens, and rob them of their goods, 
money and gold. Koi Bien also said that a great 
many bandits hed been captured by the revolutionary 
forces.

(Text] Direct foreign investments amounting to $181.74 million flowed into local 
enterprises during the first ten months of the year, the Central Bank said in a 
recent report. 


The amount wes $54.75 million more than direct foreign investments in the same 
period last year which reached only $26.99 million, the CB said. 


For the month of October alone, direct investments in local enterprises amounted 
to $19.64 million, an increase of $7.90 million compared to the same month in 1979. 


The 10-month investment inflow far exceeded the foreign exchange which flowed out 
of the country during the same period last year due to withdrawal of foreign 
investments and capital for direct investment abroad, the CB said. 


During the period, a total of $47.23 million flowed out of the country as capital 
for direct investment abroad, In addition, $98.02-million worth of foreign invest- 
ment was withdrawn, the CB added, 


The CB also noted that during the period, personal income remitted inwardly by 
seamen and contract workers amounted to $282.45 million, slightly down from the 
previous year's $303.34 million. 


Tourism earned for the country a total of $215.03 million, an increase of $73.88 
million over the 10-month dollar earnings from tourism in 1979. 


The CB data showed that a big portion of dollar earnings from non-merchandise 
trade (also called invisible receipts) during the period was interest income which 
amounted to $233.98 million. From January-October 1979, interest income amounted 
to only $145.02 million. 


On the other hand, the big expense items in invisible trade were interest payments 
which amounted to $617.72 million, freight and insurance--$113.88 million, other 
transportation--$162.95 million, and profits, earnings and dividends~--$130.37 
million. 








Only $90,88-million worth of foreign exchange was spent for travel purposes from 
January to October 1960, the CB said. Last year, it amounted to $63.8 aillion.

INCENTIVES TO BE GRANTED TO 20 INVESTMENT AREAS

(Text] President Marcos has authorized the Board of Investments (BOI) and the 
Ministry of Finance to grant incentives to 20 investment areas under the country's 
various priorities plans for 1981. 


The new areas eligible for government incentives were included in five ongoing 
priorities plans. 


The incentives are mostly in the form of tax holidays and financing support from 
government institutions. 


There are seven new additions to the 13th investment priorities plan (IPP), 10 to 
the llth export priorities plan (EPP), and one each to the third agricultural 
investment priorities plan (AIPP), sixth public utilities priorities plan (PUPP), 
and in the 1980 energy priorities program, 


The inclusions to the 13th LPP are the manufacture of leguminous and other vege~ 
table-based protein, pure refined lead, automotive-grade iron castings, caustic 
soda, xanthates, titanium dioxide, electronic telephone switching equipment and 


telephone sets. 


The new investment areas included in the llth EPP which are now eligible for 


incentives are the production of processed sheepskin, wooden clog components, 
copper metal, food-grade phosphoric zcid, sizing agent compound (modified starch), 
reclaimed rubber and rubber sheets, laminil board, high pressure and hydraulic 
rubber hose, candles, artists’ and writing brushes. 


Mushroom culture is now entitled to incentives under the AIPP; the manufacture of 
district cooling systems in the PUPP; and the manufacture of aircon water heaters 
in the 1980 energy priorities plan. 


These new inclusions were approved last December 2. However, the BOI will start 
to accept applications under the amended listings on December 8. 
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These inclusions are actually amendments to the 1980 priorities plans. Every year, 


the Board of Investments comes out with updated priorities plans where some areas 
are either added or scrapped. 


Investment activities that are scrapped from the list of preferred areas are those 


whose measured capacity has now been filled, or where in private fiims have not 
shown any interest, 


The 20 new inclusions in the 1980 priorities plans will form part of the 1981 
priorities plans.

[Text] /The Vietnamese refugee problem/ is again becoming a political issue for 
this Thai Government, because the Vietnamese refugees have /"plotted"/ to enter 
Thailand by a new method: bringing their boats into the Gulf of Thailand and 
lying in wait to seize Thai fishing boats and foreign vessels of every kind, thus 
finding waye to wangle themselves into Thailand under the guise of the 
/“humanitarianiem"/ of Thailand and of foreigners. 


Recently two Thai commercial ships apparently picked up and brought in some Viet- 
namese refugees. One of these ships, the "Sri Siam II," brought in a total of 78 
refugees. The ship's captain claimed he was "forced." And these Vietnamese 
refugees had destroyed their own boats in the Gulf of Thailand to prevent the 
Thais from pushing them back out to sea in the gulf as had been done in the past. 


At the same time a separate incident occurred involving the British ship "Logos," 
registered in Singapore. The “Logos” called at Klong Toey Port, bringing its 
international book exhibition to Thailand as part of ite tour. It picked up and 
brought in 93 Vietnamese refugees. As has been trumpeted in the news, /the 
British government has tried to persuade the Thai or Singaporean government to 
accept the refugees from the ship./ The “logos” is now anchored at Klong Toey 
Port. 


/In this matter the Thai government ought to adhere to a “push-back policy” of 
forcibly turning Vietnamese boat people away from Thai territorial waters, It 
ought to announce to all Thai and foreign ships/ intending to enter Thai waters 
that Thailand will not accept Indochinese refugees, no matter what the situation 
may be. The government policy should possibly include a stipulation forbidding 
ships which are in violation of the policy to anchor at Thai ports. 


/It is clear that/ the Vietnamese refugees’ new method of wangling entry into 
Thailand is /"the world's clearest case of barging in,"/ replacing the old methods 
which failed the refugees in the past. At the same time the Vietnamese refugees 
have cried out against Thai fishing boats, accusing fishermen of piracy and rape. 
/These accusations have tarnished Thailand's image in the eyes of the world./ 
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The accusations are simply the Vietnamese refugees’ tactics to force Thailand 
to accept the boat people who enter Thai waters. 


/Purthermore,/ in the case of the refugees aboard the ship "Sri Siam II," thie 
writer disagrees with initiating court procedures against them for their 
violation of the law in forcing the ship captain to pick up 78 refugees. If we 
were to follow the /"court trial"/ route, these Vietnamese refugees would be very 
satisfied since they would not be pushed away. They would have less to risk and 
much to gain. At the least they might be jailed inside Thailand or fined, but 
would still have the opportunity to stay in Thailand. /In the end we would have 
Vietnamese refugees regularly entering Thailand through this means./

Mr Anuwat told reporters that the Chart Thai members who joined the new political 
party still come to his party's meetings as usual. They will follow whoever 
entices them with money. 


At the same time Mr Anuwat revealed that some members of his party even said 
that being members of the Chart Thai Party is like being legally married to 
the party. Therefore members can sleep with prostitutes anywhere they want, as 
long as they do not bring diseases home. In other words, the Chart Thai Party 
registration gives the party the position of major wife. 


The Chart Thai Party regards scuh action and frank speaking by its members as 
sportemanlike conduct and, furthermore, as their personal affair. In the past, 
MPs have acted the same way, accepting money from other parties and then pooling 
and sharing it. They have enjoyed such conduct openly. 

















Scrutiny of Mr Anuwat's point of view reveals two important facts. 


/Firet, it is obvious that the newly founded Mass Line Party employs the method 
of using money to buy members from other political parties./ 


//And second, the acceptance of money or bev a by some members is a normal 
practice and is considered the private bue «* > each individual. The party does 
not consider their actions a serious matter use some past members of parlia- 
ment also practiced such activities.// 


After listening to the tale of this incident I was awfully saddened, because if 
any Thai political party considers it a normal or personal affair, and not a 
serious matter requiring corrective action when members of parliament elected 
under the party banner sell themselves to or join other political parties for 
personal gain, then /I must say frankly that this kind of political party should 
mot be called a political party; but the best it can be called is a mob of 
political gangsters./ 


This kind of political party is founded only so that ite chief or key party 
leaders can use it as a bargaining tool in seeking benefits and positions with 
those who hold political power. 


Such a party is not founded to serve the people or to protect the benefits, rights, 
and freedoms of the people, which is the purpose of political parties in other 
democratic countries. 


I consider any members who resign from their own parties and join others for 
money or benefit, without thought of their obligations to the people who elected 
them, /as not only traitors to their party but also as traitors to the people, 
double crossing them./ 


Any political party that considers such practices to be normal and acceptable, 
rather than improper, should not be supported by the people. 





/Furthermore, if the new allegiance of such a party member is temporary, like that 
of a man who has a wife but goes with prostitutes once in a while,/--in other 
words, if the member is not serious about the new party he joins--I consider this 
conduct even more vile, because the member who conducts such activities is no 
different at all from a criminal who dupes his victin. 


For these reasons and for the promotion of the democratic form of government 

in a system of political parties, I consider it the duty of the political party 
whose members left or sold themselves to another party to severly punish in some 
way its members who practice such actions. 


/One should not sit and put up a smokescreen of eloquence or witty rhetoric to 
protect such members, because this might discourage other members who uphold the 
party's high ideals and policies./ 


//But the most important thing is that if wrong practices continue, the people 
will lose their faith in the political party system, and that will open the door 
for the easy entry of government by dictatorship.// 
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
